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BRITISH SINK 
NAZI CRUISER 


Land And Sea Triumphs 
Claimed By Finland 
And Britain

Great Britain and Finland claim- 
ed important victories today in 
Europe’s sea and land wars. 

At London, the British Admiralty 
announced that a small submarine 
had sneaked past six destroyers at 
the mouth of the river Elbe and 
sunk a German 6,000-ton cruiser at 
almost the same time the Nazi pock- 
et-battleship Graf Spee was being 
scuttled by her own crew off Uru- 
guay rather than chanllenge allied 
warships waiting at the mouth of 
the river Plate. 


The Finnish armies were report- 
ed to have scored perhaps _ their 
biggest victory of the war with 
Russia by hurling back red army 
forces on the Taipale river, but in 
the far north the Russians were re- 
ported to have smashed _ through 
Finnish defense lines at least in one 
sector adjacent to the Norwegian 
border. 


The naval fighting was outstand- 
ing in the western European war. 


The two triumphs—welcomed in 
London as offsetting a furious Ger- 
man sea offensive — highlighted a 
series of spectacular military and 
dipolomatic developments in Europe, 
South America and the Far East: 

1—A powerful attack by Soviet 
Russian airplanes, tanks and infan- 
try was reported 
through Finnish defense lines ad-

2—Finnish troops on the Karel- 
ian Isthmus, in southeastern Fin- 
land, held out against the biggest 
Russian artillery and ground at- 
tack yet launched by the Red army 
in its attempt to flank the Manner-

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IT DOESN'T MAKE SENSE 


During the weekend, the yard of the California Door Company at 
; Diamond Springs, was the scene of a fire which, happily, was con- 
fined to a comparatively small area and did damage slightly in ex- 
cess of $1,000, which is covered by insurance. 

Since various sources are agreed that the fire was of incendiary 
origin, one wonders if the party or parties who set the fire could have 
given any thought t the possible consequences of such a foolish act. 

That the fire could, within the realm of possibility, have destroy- 
ed the entire plant with an enormous property loss is beside the 
point. The loss would have been an item for the company, of course. 

But what about Diamond Springs as a community? 

If that fire Saturday night had swept over the plant of the Cali- 
fornia Door Company, approximately one hundred fifty men would 
be out of a job today. 

And if the plant were not rebuilt — we don’t know whether it 
could be or not—it would mean the loss of an annual payroll for 
three hundred men to Diamond Springs and the community. 

And aside from the payroll loss to the community, there would 
he the direct loss of income to the employees and their families and 
the need for casting about for new jobs, which is not a pleasant pros- 
pect. 

In other word. the California Door Company does not stand 
alone to face the threat of the firebug for the continuing operation of 
the company is equally as much important to its employees and to 
the community as it is to the company.

SAN FRANCISCO, (lP)—A _ juris- 


dictional labor dispute at the Cal- 
ifornia-Hawaiian sugar refinery at 
Crockett in 1938 during which skulls 
were cracked and disorders were 
widespread, came before the senate 
civil liberties committee today for 
a searching inquiry. 

The refinery, largest in the world, 
was closed for several weeks by the 
conflict between AFL and CIO 
workers and hand-to-hand fighting 
between the groups developed be- 
fore it was settled by negotiation. 

Robert M. LaFollette, chair- 
man of the committee, indicated 
that night sessions would be under- 
taken this week in an effort to 
complete before Christmas the in- 
quiry into alleged violation of civil 
liberties in California’s agricultural 
and packing plants.

1937.

The fire is one of a series at the 
plant extending over a period of 
years and District Attorney Henry 
S. Lyon after a visit to the plant on 
Sunday morning said that there is 
no question but what the blaze was 
deliberately set. 

C. G. Price, manager for the com- 
pany, said the fire started about 
nine o’clock Saturday night and 
was controlled after about three 
hours. It was not sure whether five 
or six piles of lumber burned, since 
the lumber was scattered about by 
workers attempting to get at the 
flames. 

“The fire started in the cedar and 
burned some pine,’ he said. “It was 
low-grade lumber and the loss is 
probably about $1,200, which was 
covered by insurance.” 

The scene of the fire was in what 
is called the east yard of the plant, 
and about a quarter-mile from the 
mill. 

Although the fire was under con- 
trol at midnight, various company 
officials and other workers remained 
at the scene several hours later to 
make sure that the flames did not 
revive. 

“A great many people helped con- 
trol the fire,” Mr. Price said. “Some 
of them were our’ employees 
and some of them were other resi- 
dents of Diamond Springs and vi- 


| cinity. Of course, we are especially 


grateful all of them for their 
help and thankful that the loss was 
not more serious.”

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MAN’S “EVERYDAY VIOLENCE’ CITED AS AMONG 


CAUSES OF UPSET CONDITIONS 
THROUGH THE WORLD 


NEW YORK, ‘(P) — An apple- 
cheeked, white-haired old man of 
85 who used to go about snatching 
“vile cigars” from the mouths of as- 
tonished people sat back in his arm 
chair today and remarked that the 
“brutalization now rampant 
throughout the world stems directly 
from man’s violence upon himself 
and upon the harmless, little ani- 
mals.” 


He was Dr. Charles Giffin Pease, 
anti-vivisectionist and founder of 
the Non-Smokers Protective League. 
who was celebrating his 85th birth- 
day in the quiet of his mid-town 
penthouse. 

“That violence.” he said, “is at 
the root of the world’s evils. That
